The legal voters in Town Meetings of the Town of Mid- 
dlebury are hereby warned and notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said town on Tuesday, the third day of March, 1936 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to transact the following busi- 
ness, to wit: 


First. To elect a Moderator and Town Clerk.
